OF SCHOOLS 
To the Ellsworth School Board: 

Since all of the children in Ellsworth are receiving, 
their schooling in the neighboring towns of Campton 
and Rumney, the only matter for me to discuss in this 
report concerns finances. 

For several years Ellsworth has had to carry a heavy 
financial load which does not promise to become any 
ughter in the future. <A _ financial statement recently 
submitted to the State Board of Education shows the 
financial budget for the present school year. |

The excess of expenditures over anticipated income 
is $676.21. ‘This is the amount that must be raised by 
local taxation to support the schools for Ellsworth 
children. 

My conversation in the office of the State Board of 
Education indicates there is a way for the people of Ells- 
worth to avoid carrying this heavy financial load year 
after year. When the bills of Ellsworth School District 
are all paid and there are no outstanding obligations, the 
State Board will favorably consider a petition that the 
Ellsworth School District be dissolved. When that is ac- 
cepted, so far as the school district is concerned, Ells- 
worth would become unorganized territory. For school 
purposes it would then be necessary each to year to 
raise, appropriate and pay to the State Treasurer an a- 
mount which will be yielded by a tax of $3.50 on each 
$1000 of equalized valuation. In return for that the 
State will assume financial responsibility for the educa- 
tion of all Ellsworth pupils whether those pupils are 
enrolled in elementary or in high school. This, I be- 
lieve, is the best possible solution of the Ellsworth prob- 
lem. I recommend that the warrant for the District 
meeting of March, 1947 contain this article, “To see if 
the Ellsworth School District will vote to petition the 
State Board of Education to dissolve said district.”
